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1, “switching... control signal; image compression circuits... terminals; a controller ...network; a 
circuit that causes keyboard... network; a plurality... device; and a remote-control 
computer... control signal " recited at last 17 lines of claim 8, “switching... control signal; 
simultaneously compressing... terminals; calculating... network; and changing... network" recited 
at last 13 lines of claim 9, “switching... control signal; simultaneously compressing. ..terminals; 
calculating... control signal; determining... network; and reporting... switching device" recited at 
last 16 lines of claim 12, “switching... control signal; simultaneously compressing... terminals; 
calculating... network; and reporting... switching device" recited at last 13 lines of claim 13, 
“switching... control signal; simultaneously compressing... terminals; receiving... network; and 
changing... network" recited at last 14 lines of claim 15, “switching... control signal; 
simultaneously compressing... terminals; calculating... network; and changing... network" recited 
at last 14 lines of claim 16, “switching... control signal; simultaneously 
compressing... terminals; calculating. ..switching device; calculating... control signal; and 
changing... network" recited at last 17 lines of claim 17, “ instructions for remote 
controlling... network; instructions for switching... control signal; instructions for simultaneously 
compressing... terminals; instructions for calculating... control signal; and instructions for 
changing... network" recited at last 16 lines of claim 19, “ instructions for remote 
controlling... network; instructions for switching... control signal; instructions for simultaneously 
compressing... terminals; instructions for calculating... control signal; instructions for 
determining... network; and instructions for reporting... switching device" recited at last 19 lines 
of claim 20, and “controlling the switching device. ..a network; switching... control signal; 
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Simultaneously compressing... terminals; calculating... control signal; and changing... network' 
recited at last lines 15 of claims 22 are not disclosed or suggested in the cited prior art applied. 
Likewise, dependent claims 2-4, 10-11 and 14 are also allowed for the same reasons as 

above.
